KILLED BY RAILROAD POLICE. 


Several Cases Like That of Michael 
O’Donnell, the Inquest on Whom 
Is Postponed to Tuesday. 


The killing of Michael O’ Donnell by Special 
Policeman Martin of the Illinois Central rail- 
road Thursday night recalls the fact that 
there have been several similar cases within 
the last few years. One of the most notable 
was on Feb. 23 last, when Special Policeman 
Oatenreider of the Chicago and Western In- 
diana railroad shot and instantly killed Ray- 
mond Vance, a boy of 18, in the yards of that 
company, at Sixty-fourth street. The Coro- 
ner’s jury diseovered that the boy was guilty 
of stealing or having an intention to steal 
brasses from the railroad cars and exonerat- 
ed the special policeman. 

In March, 1896, Special Policeman MclIner- 


ney of the Chicago and Alton railroad shot 


and killed Lambert Hamilton, a youth of 18, 
who, it appeared, had broken away after 
having been arrested for trespass upon the 


company’s property. In this case the Coro- 
‘ ner’s jury exonerated the policeman. 


William Keefe was killed by Special Po- 
liceman “Marty of/the Lake Shore road in 
1882, Marty was held by the Coroner's jury, 
but the grand jury failed to indict him. 


In 1895 Elisha Baker was killed by Special | 
Policeman Joye of the Chicago and Western 


Indiana railroad. It was alleged that he was 


trying to rob a freight car at the time. The : 


Coroner held Joye to answer, but the grand 
jury released him. 

At the request of the lega} representatives 
of the Illinois Central railroad the inquest on 
the body of Michael O’Donnell, who was 
shot and killed by Martin at Kensington, 
has been postponed till next Tuesday. The 
evidence is that O’Donnell and his cousin, 
Charles Crotty, were stealing a ride on an 
Jilinois Central freight train. It is stated 


“that Martin ordered the two off the train and 


that they did not obey. Martin then fired 
and the shot took effect in O’Donnell’s eye, 
causing death. It is not asserted that O’Don- 
nell or his companion made resistance of 
any kind or threatened to retaliate if Mar- 
tin compelled them to get off the train. The 
police of the Hpde Park Station, in whose 
custody Martin is, say he mistook the two 
men for car thieves, wanted to frighten them 


‘ off the train, and had no intention of injuring 


either of them when he fired... 

“The only justification for murder is self- 
defense,” said Chief of Police Kipley, speak- 
ing of the case. ‘tI never have attempted 
to justify a policeman who killed a man 
without cause and therefore I am opposed to 
the killing,of people by railroad special po- 
licemen. They have not as much police 
power as a regularly qualified policeman, and 
the experience of the last ten years has 
taught the wisdom of keeping police power 
out of their hands. When a policeman mur- 
ders anybody he is arrested and tried. I 
think the special policemen of railroad com- 
panies should be dealt with in the same 


way.” 


LET CONTRACTS FOR A SCHOOL. 
New Structure in Calumet Avenue Is to 


Cost $80,000—Employes’ Salar- 
jes Likely to Be Cut. 


The Building and Grounds committee of 
the Board of Education yesterday awarded 
contracts aggregating $80,000 for the new 
Calumet Avenue School at Twenty-seventh 
street. The old structure will be razed and 
the new building erected. A communica- 
tion saying the Agassiz School, at Lincoln 
and Diversey avenucs, was overcrowded 
and asking for a new building was ‘laid 
Superintendent Andrews recom- 
mended that the basement of the Burr 
School, at Ashland and Wabansia avenues, 
be fitted up as a restaurant for the forty- 
eight teachers, and the recommendation 
was concurred in, as was one advising that a 
building adjoining the Pullman School be 
rented and remodeled for school purposes.

News of the Niger. 
The expicration of the Niger. By Lieu- 
tenant Hourst. Translated by Mrs. Ar- 
thur Bell. E. P. Dutton& Co. | 
IEUTENANT HOURST declares that 
the greatest honor of his French ex- 
ploration of the Niger lay in the fact 
that the expedition did not cost a sin- 
gle life, and when one reads of the 
dangers encountered, of the hostility of some 
of the tribes, and of the numerical insig- 
nifigance of the exploring party, it dges in- 
deed seem an honor of which the Lieutenant 
might justly be proud. That this honor was 
achieved was due to the infinite tact of the 
commander, to his wise practice of the pa- 
cific policy, and to the devotion of some of 
ve native coolies who aided the expedi- 
on. i | 
“True,” he says, “I cannot claim to have 
left behind me tribes entirely devoted to us, 
or districts completely won over to our 
ideas, fo which France has but to send her 
traders and her directors; but I think I can 
say that where out passage did nothing to 
ameliorate ,the situation, it at least made it 
no worse.”’ | 
The French expedition, after many tedi- 
ous delays and “abortive starts,’’ com- 
menced the journey in October, 1895; it 
aimed to “ascend the Senegal, reach the 
Niger at its highest navigable point, and 
go down it to the sea.’’ There were but five 
Europeans in the party. “‘ We started five 
companions, we returned five friends, that 
is the most astonishing part of what we 


did!”’ | 
Much of Lieutenant Hourst’s success in 
mollifying’ the suspicious natives was due 


to. a small deception that he practiced on 
“them. He passed himself off as a nephew 
of Dr. Barth, an illustrious German ex- 
plorer who had made a similar expedition 
and who became so popular among the Af- 
ricans that the mention of his name worked 
like magic. When this charm failed there 
was the phonograph and the bicycle which 
always aroused perfect ‘ deliriums of joy,” 
and thére were, of course, presents for the 
chiefs and their wives. Vanity is vanity 
even in Africa, and a belle of that country 
was as susceptible to the beauty of a plush- 
covered folding mirror as her more civilized 
sisters would have been, and if she was 
proud to wear a sardine can hung from her 
neck the difference was only in the orna- 
ment, not in the feeling. Once when an 
ambassador from one of the tribes came to 
negotiate with the expedition, he was much 
struck by a photograph of a celebrated 
singer which ornamented the cabin of the 
Lieutenant. 

“‘Is she one of the women of your ceun- 
try,”’ he asked. | 

“ Are they all as pretty as she is?’ 

*‘Of course they are.” 

“Then you must all be great fools to have 
left them to come here.” 

But there were times when neither the 
sardine cans nor the singers would act as 
open sesames to the hearts of the natives, 
and they would remain coldly hostile and 


act of diplomacy or tact on the part of the 
travelers, but at one time they were com- 
pelled to dwell for five months on a little 
island in the Niger near Say, whose people 
were openly hostile to the expedition. Yet 
in spite of the constant danger of secret at- 
tacks what the travelers most suffered from 
during this enforced delay was ennul anda 
kind of mental fever of irritability and con- 
tradiction which they called ‘‘ Sudamite 
fever.” . | 

But there were more tangible dangers 
than ennui to ‘encounter. The rapids of the 
Niger proved to be most terrible and treach- 
erous. ‘‘ Ten times a day at least we had 
to face these awful rapids, to go through all 
the agony of suspense succeeded by the aw- 
ful sensation of passing cver the obstacles 
before us, whilst the boat seemed to rush 
beneath us and plunge into the foam from 
which it seemed simply impossible that it 
should ever again emerge.”’ 

Mr. Hourst devotes a good deal of space 
and much enthusiasm to the tribe called 
Tuaregs, who, he thinks, are the victims of 
preconceived prejudice on the part of the 
French. “ Their courage is proverbial, the 
defense of a guest is with them, as with the 
Arabs, a positive religion, and their powers 
of endurance are absolutely indispensable 
to their existence. Lastly—and here I 
know what I say is quite contrary to the 
generally received opinion—the Tuareg is 
faithful to his promises and hates petty 
theft.’’ The men of this tribe wear a veil, 
while the women’s faces are uncovered. 
They explain this custom by a legend which 
tells of how their ancestors were once sur- 
prised by the enemy, and threw down their 
arms and took to flight. The women took 
up the weapons and repulsed the invaders, 
— the men in shame have worn veils ever 

nce. 

The travelers accomplished the task they 
set for themselves, and the conclusion that 
Lieutenant Hourst arrives at, as a result of 
the expedition, is that it is useless to at- 
tempt to utilize the Niger further than 
Ansongo, which is 435 miles below the last 
French port in the Soudan, and that only 
by means of a railway and the camel can 
the French secure the valuable products of 
india rubber, gutta percha, skins, wool, etc. 
But as colonies for exploration the writer 
believes that through this means alone will 
France recover her commercial ascendency 
and assure her social position. 

Mr..Hourst closes his record in a glow of 
patriotism. His hydrographical expedition 
was the first to descend the Niger. the first 
to explore its course from Kolikoro to the 
sea, and. though the French government re- 
sponded but coldly to their efforts, still they 
are glad to have done what they did, “ for 
the sake of dear old France."’ 

The indifference of the French authorities 
will, it is hoped, be compensated for by the 
literary success that so interesting a record 
to win from an adventure-loving pub-

| “The Real Hawaii.” By Lucien Young. 
_ Doubleday & McClure. 

Lieutenant Lucien Young of the United 
States navy was an officer on board the Bos- 
ton at the time of the Hawaiian revolution 
and took an active part in the landing of 
troops. His book, “ The Real Hawaii,’ can- 
not be called an unbiased narrative, but it 
is a truthful and circumstantial account of 
the revolution from the standpoint of an 
honest sympathizer. 

This is not saying that Captain Wiltse or 
Jeutenant Young failed to maintain neutral- 
ity when they landed the American troops. 


This unvarnished narrative is convincing 


evidence both that the commander of the 
Boston would have been guilty of dereliction 
if he had not landed troops to protect Amer- 
ican property in the crisis, and that the sub- 
sequent talk about the American marines 
having brought about the revolution is false. 
Lieutenant Young commands credence 
when he sums up with the sentence: *“ The 
forces of the Boston remained all the time 
ithin the limit of their encampment and 
ever lifted a finger in either physical or 
moral support of either the falling monarchy 
of the rising provisional government.”’

A Swedish Love Story. 
| In Castle and Colony.” By Emma 
Herbert 8. Stone & Co. 

_ Sweden is not a country that has 
itself readily to the imagination of Bees 
ists, and Swedish heroines are not often to 
be met with outside of their own country. 
The author of “‘ In Castle and Colony ” can- 
not be said to have succeeded in creating a 
taste for the type, and her gentle Agneta is 
a pink and white, blue-eyed maiden, whose 
sweet lasipidity becomes at times rather 
cloying. 

Agneta is of “ ancient lineage,”’ and in her 
infancy has been betrothed to Gustavus 
Pors, ‘‘ of no less worthy family and a friend 
of her brother Adoilf’s. The story opens at 
the funeral of Adolf, and there is a pretty 
description of Gustavus among the mourn- 
ers leading the little Agneta by the hand. 
Afterwards it is learned that the brother 
had misused the sister’s inheritance, and 
that the castle home is now in the possession 
of Gustavus, who, as it transpires, is rather 
a wild youth and no fitting companion for 
the innocent Agneta. To save her daughter 
from the influence of this reveler the mother 
abandons the old home and secretly flies to 
the protection of an old peasant, a half- 
brother of her father’s. 

This is the castle side of the story; the 
colony episodes take place in New Sweden, 
where in later years the old peasant and 
Agneta betake themselves, and where they 
are finally traced by the ardent Gustavus, 
who is now ready to claim his bride. Of 
course, Agneta has learned to love another, 
a manly young engineer who had come as a 
convict to the new country, but who after- 
wards is cleared of any stain of crime. To 
him the bitterly disappointed Gustavus, with 
commendable heroism, afterwards resigns 
Agneta, and the story ends with a touching 
description of this scene of sacrifice. 

One could hardly have stumbled upon a 
more estimable set of people than these 
characters; they never do the unexpected 
and invariably behave as people in real life 
ought to behave. If this causes them to 
seem a little dull it may be because the 
reader has acquired a taste for the unex- 
pected and is rather disappointed over 
prosaic prosperity. 3 | 


“Nature Studies in Berkshire.” By 
John Coleman Adams. G. P. Putnam's 
| Sons. 
_Among the many attractive volumes ded- 
tg to nature, and which avowedly make 
eir appeal to out-of-door readers, Mr. 
Adams’ “ Nature Studies in Berkshire’’ is 
the most beautiful and artistic. The best ac- 
count of the New England Berkshire, Mr. 
Adams believes, must be a_ record of im- 
pressions; and it is only by relating what one 
has felts under certain skies and among cer- 
tain hills that ‘‘ the charm of locality can 
be passed along.’’ The author has felt deeply 
the charm of the Berkshire scenery. He has 
steeped his soul in its beauty, and has loved 
nature “ not only in her moods of wildness 
and solitude, but: as she comes from the hand 
of man, trimmed of her asperities, combed 
and brushed with a gracious air of cultiva- 
tion and of refinement.” 
Mr. Adams confesses to a deep affection 
for trailing arbutus and a passion for 


clouds; he loves to hunt the one and “ hob- , 


nob” with the other, and then to tell just 
what he has gained by the communion. Nor 
does he omit the record of the “ seamy side 
of summer,” though he admits that there 
has been a “ visible reluctance on the part 
of nature-lovers to describe or refer to this 
trying side. The disposition is not strange. 
We do not like to dwell upon either the faults 
or the misfortunes of our friends.’’ Mr. 
Adams does not hesitate to tell the story of 
the drought, or to paint the ugliness of a 
“dreary monotony of dust.”’ 

Yet he finds, on his numerous excursions to 
picturesque spots in Berkshire, that the 
beautiful is so much more in evidence than 
the ugly that he would fain sing the praises 
of, and as it proves, sermonize about the 
“fruitage of beauty.” The sermonizing is 
at times a little obvious, and the ethical Il- 
lustrations somewhat trivial, hut the book, 
on the whole, is a sane and sympathetic 
tribute to nature, a tribute that is much en- 
hanced by the accompanying beautiful pho- 


tographs. 


A Guide to Ireland. | 
 “ Highways and Byways in Donegal and 
Antrim.” "By Stephen Gwynn. The Mac- 
millan company. 
_ Histories_of travel that take the form of 
guide books are not alluring when viewed as 
pieces of literature, however valuable they 
may be to the tourist. The present volume 
is a detailed description of that part of the 
coast country of Ireland which lies between 
Donegal Bay and Larne harbor, and it con- 
tains, besides, hints about roads and hotels, 
together with many legendary anecdotes 
and histories of clans. 

In the outset the author confesses to dis- 
advantages under which he labors. “‘ Done- 
gal and Antrim are counties certainly not 
devoid of legend and history, but it is a his- 
togy cherished only in the vague tradition 
of a defeated race, and a legend lore which 
has never been wrought into famous poetry. 
Patrick and Columba are great saints, yet 
the English-speaking world knows and cares 
Httle for them—scarcely troubles to distin- 
guish truth from legend in their histories.” 


create an interest in this unfamiliar country, 
and he knows his ground thoroughly, and 
every bit of heather that grows thereon; 
but the mental tourist is somewhat lost 
amidst the profusion of anecdotal bypaths. 
Not that we would altogether do away with 
these; we would not wish to lese the picture 
of the Well of Doon, with its pathetic ar- 
rays of crutches and rags left there by sup- 
posedty cured pilgrims, or the story of the 
siege of Doon, nor would we miss one of the 
Irish flowers, the blue bells, cuckoo flower, 
and bog bean, whose names awaken long- 
ings in the stay-at-home, but some of the 
historical asides might, for the sake of a 
better proportion, be safely omitted. 

The book gains much by Hugh Thomson's 
original illustrations, and those who are 
contemplating a trip to Ireland would do 
well to qualify themselves by a peep Into 
Mr. Gwynn’s “ Highways and Byways.” 


Story of the West Indies. 


In the “Story of the Empire” series 
(Macmillan) Arnold Kennedy writes the 
history of the West Indies, condensing it to 
the limits of an encyclopedia article. It ig 
interesting as denoting the attitude of Eng- 
land toward the West Indian colony, and | 
in spite of the national tendency to aug- 
ment, rather than underrate, the value of 
territory governed, the reader gets the idea 
that England does not consider itgelf much 
the gainer by this addition to its colonial 
possessions. However, the disposition to 
make the best of an unpromising colony may 
be- an example to the United States in the 
solving of our new colonial problems. To 
quote Mr. Kennedy: 

“ Looking back upon the sins and mis- 
takes, the injustice and cruelty of the past,

many African tribes have become one Brit- 
ish people. We may not fancifully exag- 
gerate their capacities. Whatever they are, 
they are our people, and the thought of the 
past accentuates our obligation to make the 
best of them, and help them to make the 
best of themselves. We cannot get rid of 
this responsibility. We may not lightly 
transfer it to any other nation.”’ 

In its dealings with Jamaica and its West 
Indian possessions England sets an é¢xam- 
ple of obligations fulfilled towards a de- 
pendent people, rather than of commercial 
returns for the task of government. 


Mrs. Sewall’s Poems. 

To write an ode nowadays is the common 
fate of versifiers, but few have been as fortu- 
nate as Mrs. Alice Archer Sewall in selecting 
the topic which gives its name to her “ An 
Ode to Girlhood, and Other Poems” (Har- 
per's). This, though a work of uneven merit, 
would be charming if it caught but a little of 
the charm of the girl, and it has caught a 
great deal. But it is less noteworthy than 
such an achievement as “* The Greek Bath,”’ 
which comes, at some distance, later in the 
book: 

Behold him, fresh-sprung from the tepid bath, 
Light-poised, refulgent; from his polished limbs 
The vapors warm drip to the rosy heels 

That kiss the pavement; to his cheek and neck 
The ruddy curls beaded with moisture cling. 
The breast, superb, with delicate desires 
Pants after life indefinite; alert 

In his own glory rests he. Hail, all hail, 
Thou passing instant of the Perfect, hail! 

For with the act which wakes and which destroys, 
Lo, how he swift has turned upon his thigh 
With movement slight, and glances to his heel. 

This is pleasant, and in the turn of thought

Sociology and Evolution. | 
“From Comte to Benjamin Kid@” By 
Robert Mackintosh. The Macmillan com- 


pany. | 

Professor Mackintosh’s book is a survey, 
at once historical and critical, of attempts 
that have been made to build up a science of 
sociology on the theory of evolutionary 
biology. The writer has nothing to do with 
the details of practical sociology; he only 
has in mind the various attempts to theorize 
about it; but he considers more especially 
those theories of society which try to ac- 
count for and explain the facts of human 
history by the analogies of nature as seen in 
biology. 

Religion may go off duty, but science will 
take its place. Auguste Comte, the founder 
of modern sociology, made great account of 
biology, and other evolutionary speculators, 
as this author remarks, have enlarged its 
claims to infinity. Darwin dealt with the 
evolution of species; Spencer has dealt with 
the evolution of the universe. Darwin’s 
contribution was the doctrine of natural se- 
lection through the struggle for existence: 
the Spencerian evolution is the dogmatic 
assertion that “ natural law ”’ is all there is 
that everything is to be cxplained in terms 
of matter and motion. Over against Dar- 
win’s conception of many organisms compet- 
ing with each other Spencer sets up a picture 
of one great peaceful process. The influence 
of these theories is seen in the course pf sub- 
sequent sociological speculation, as in case 
of Leslie Stephens Alexander, Bagehot, 
Drummond, and especially Benjamin Kidd. 
Kidd’s treatment of ** reason ’’ in the matter 
of social progress is regarded by Professor 
Mackintosh as quite capricious and wholly 
mistaken. 

The author’s conclusion is that, whatever 
may be the suggestive value of the various 
theories of evolution, there can be no clear 
and adequate interpretation of human so- 
ciety which leaves out the essentially moral 
faculty of the personal will; that the decisive 
factors in human progress are, after all, 
moral. Over against the parable of natural 
law are the equally real facts of spiritual 
law, and the spiritual faculties of reason, 
conscience, and the will. According to Kidd 
*‘ social evolution depends on natural selec- 
tion, minus reason, plus religion. Weshould 
say that it depends upon reason, plus moral- 


ity, plus religion.”’ 


Dewey Deified. 
The Life and Achievements of Admiral 
Dewey. By Murat Halstead. Our Posses- 


sions Publishing Co, 

In Mr. Halstead's description of a sunrise 
and sunset one discovers a phraseology 
which best describes his record of the life 
and achievements of Admiral Dewey, ‘' He 
(the sun) emerges from the dim tumultuous- 
ness of the slowly heaving, enormous ocean 
with a rush, a chariot of burning gold, and 
departs when the day is done into an abyss 
pf wonderful fires impetuousiy as he ap- 
peared.’’ There is a *‘ dim tumultuousness "’ 
about Halstead’s eulogy of Admiral! 
Dewey, an Jj, one might add, a quite undimmed 
fulsomeness which produce a result quite 
opposite from what the author intended, so 
that instead of a hero we see an impossible 
paragon, the like of which has never yet 
been found. 

Mr. Halstead not only goes to the root of 
the Dewey family tree, of which we are 
told there are some 10,000 branches, but he 
even traces the river.in which the young 
Dewey used to fish to its source, and gives 
the pedigree of the horse which the older 
Dewey was wont to ride. 

Passing over the “anecdotes of tender 
childhood,” the education at Annapolis, the 
‘‘ baptism of fire’ at Port Hudson, we come 
to the famous Manila battle where the 
firing of all of Mr. Halstead’s rhetorical 
gems are justifiable. He says: “‘ Commodore 
Dewey in his plan of battle at Manila dia 
not in any sense borrow his tactics. He ap- 
plied his specific education and extensive 
experience, knew the ancient ways and 
means, and was master of all the resources 
of his profession. He made no miscalcu- 
lation, and the annihilation of the Spanish 
fleet, with trifling losses of the Americans, 
was not a miracle of Providence or @ chap- 
ter of incidents forever to be held fabulous, 
or accomplished only by the grotesque weak- 
ness of the enemy; it was the vindication 
of the policy of arduous preparation, the 
use in structure and armament of the best 
material and the most consummate instru- 
ments of destruction, handled by men trained 
in the latest intelligence and inventions of 
the age under the direction of a man of 
thorough education and professional pride, 
who was taught how to command when he 
consented to the virtue of obedience.”

Peace- 
makers who proceed upon any other hy- 
potheses are war breeders. Our men who 
have the capacity of publicity and take up 
the barbaric vanity of Aguinaldo as pa- 
triotism worthy to be ranked with that of 
the revered heroes and martyrs are of vacant 
minds and faculties and complacent judg- 
ment. If they ever were men of sense they 
have decayed. Admiral George Dewey, the 
hero without fear and without reproach, 
the Bayard of the age and the seas, {s rep- 
resentative of the cause of human liberty 
and the progressive greatness of his coun- 
try, the most precious of her possessions, her 
pledged faith, her public honor.

American Linseed stock was one of the 
most active securities on the local exchange 
yesterday, and, while the total of sales did 
not equal those of National Biscuit com- 
mon, the strength displayed by it was 
greater than that of any other stock traded 
in. The opening on Linseed preferred was 
at 47%, and that was the low quotation of 
the day. Trading continued active through- 
out the entire session of the exchange, and 
sales of 3,555 shares were made before the 
close. During the last hour quotations ad- 
vanced to 53%, which is the highest price 


obtained for Linseed preferred in some 


time. There was a decline to 52 at the close. 
The buying of Linseed was apparently for 
a combination, operating through two or 
three traders, including some who had been 
bears on the stock until the last few days. 
Along with the advance in Linseed there 
was a good deal talk of increased profits 
for the company, and of a large increase in 
the demand for linseed oil. It was an-

Industries and Clearings of the 
Week in the Principal Cities of the 
United States and Canada — Move- 

ment of the Cereals.

New York, July 21.—R. G. Dun & Co., in 
their weekly review of trade, will say: 

Optimism is always popular, but more 
than half the time dangerous. Seven 
years of halting and reaction historically 
follow three of rapid progress. But the 
three of progress have not yet passed, and 
the most cautious search discloses no sign 
of haiting. 

Foreign anxieties have been real, but seem 
to be passing, and Europe has begun pay- 
ing liberally for more food without expecta- 
tion that securities can be sent in settle- 
ment. The extensive labor strikes have 
vanished, and the loca! do not affect national 
Dusiness. Fears of new and powerful cor- 
porations lessen as it is found that they 
are controlled by the same laws which gov- 
ern the small companies. 

Above all, the general evidence of pros- 
perity continue convincing, failures are the 
smallest ever known for the season, rail- 
road earnings the largest, and solvent pay- 
ments through clearing-houses in July have 
been 48.6 per cent larger than last year, and 
62.8 per cent larger than in 1592, the best 
of previous years. 

Official returns of the most wonderful 
year in the nation’s commerce show a de- 
crease of $85,900,000 in value of the great 
staples expcrted, largely owing to prices, 
but an increase of about $80,000,000 in other 


exports, mostly manufactures.

to 13,861,046 bushels of wheat for the month 
thus far, against 3,773,108 last year, and 
15,298,655 bushels of corn, against 6,612,315 
last year.

Bradstreet’s tomorrow will say: 

The general trade situation has appar- 
ently lost nothing in strength. The aggre- 
gate of midsummer business is of an un- 
precedented Volume, and signs of expansion 
in the demand for fall and winter goods in- 
crease. Prices, except for the cereais, cof- 
fee, raw sugar, and some dairy products 
are either firmly held or tend upwards. 
Notable among those advancing are pork 
products, petroleum, copper, tin, tinplates, 
and raw wool, while the list of products un- 
changed includes refined sugar, hides, 
leather, lead, and cotton. Crop prospects 
@re encouraging, the movement of grain 
to. market is of immense volume, and. rail- 
road earnings consequently continue to show 
large increases over preceding years. 

Possibilities that the present corn crop 
will equal if not exceed the largest on rec- 
ord have depressed prices of this cereal 
to an extent equal to the decline in’wheat. 
The corn yield in Kansas particularly prom- 
ises to be enormous, always providing that 
hot winds do not affect the crop. Iron and 
steel retain all of their old strength, and 
while prices at the East are unchanged, fur- 
ther advances in crude and manufactured 
material are noted at Chicago. 

Inquiry by’ Bradstreet’s shows that the 
ecarcity of appnlics in this industry has ex- 
ercised some4nfiuence upon industrial opera- 
tions. Several mills at the West are re- 
ported idie because of lack of material. 
Structural forms of iron and steel are also 
backward in delivery, and some new work 
has been discouraged by fears that supplies 
of material will not be forthcoming.

The customary suspension of 
its activity at this period of the year has 
been aggravated by thegontinued firmness 
of money; by the uncertainty of the finan- 


ing bright, has also checked bearish activ- 
ity and caused some purchasing of the 
granger stocks, based on the idea that 
largely increased earnings are assured on 
the properties. Current railroad earnings

During ‘the earlier days of the week 
the stringency of money at London and the 
firmness of exchange rates here caused ap- 
prehension that the recent outflow of gold 
would be renewed, but such fears were not 
realized, and the appearance of an easier 
tone in the principal foreign ‘money market, 
with the absence of the expected advance 
in the Bank of England discount rate on 
Thursday, was acounted a favorable factor. 
The strike on the Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
system, and the similar disturbancés on 
some of the Metropolitan Street railway 
lines in Manhattan Borough, had less effect 
than might have been anticipated, though 
the stocks of both corporations were de- 
pressed, and the incident, particularly in 
the early portion of the week, created addi- 
tional caution in professional circles. 
It is, however, one of the maxims of Wall 
street, that bear movements based on labor 
troubles are seldom, if ever, profitable to 
short sellers of the stocks affected.

Bakes Four Institutions His Residuary 
Legatees, Besides Granting Be- 
quests to Endow a Chair in Anatomy 

and to Aid Medical Students—Widow 
Named as Sole Executrix, to Own the 
Family Residence, and Derive an 
Annuity of $5,000 from the Income, 


By the terms of the will of the late Dr. 
Robert L. Rea, who died on July 10, the 
Illinois Humane society, the Home for Self- 
Supporting Womien, the Visiting Nurses’ as- 
sociation and the Illinois Industrial Train- 
ing School for Boys at Glenwood are made 
the residuary legatees of pis estate, and will 
receive therefrom, it is estimated, $25,000 
each. Northwestern University, at Evans- 
ton, receives a bequest of $10,000, with which 
a chair in the department of anatomy is en- 
dowed, to be known as “ the Rea professor- 
ship of anatomy,’*.and the Chicago College 
of Physicians and! Surgeons, of which he 
was a faculty member for nearly twenty 
years, receives $5,000, the income from 
which is to be devoted to the support of four 
students each year to pay for their instruc- 
tion. 

The will was filed in the Probate Court 
yesterday by Ela, Grover & Graves. By its 
terms Parmelia M. Rea, the widow, is made 
sole executrix, to hold in trust while she 
lives the portion of the property to be de- 
voted to charities. She is allowed an an- 
nuity of $5,000 from the income of the estate, 
which is valued at $160,000, the remainder 
to be divided each year among the residuary 
legatees. 

The property Mrs. Rea will hold in trust 
after minor bequests are paid will be worth, 
it is estimated, $100,000. The bequests to 
‘Northwestern University and the Chicago 
College of Physicians and Surgeons are di- 
rect, and may be paid within three years 
after the death of the testator. 


Numerous Minor Bequests. 
There were no children in the family, but

Physicians generally are that milk 
**doctored’’ with formaldehyde or other 
chemical preservatives is unfit for domestic 
use and in many instances dangerous to the 
health of persons who use jt. But there is 
a@ general demand for a safe and non-in- 
jurious method of keeping milk sweet for a 
reasonable length of time after it is re- 
ceived from the milkman. _ 

It has long been known that mere boiling 
of milk would kill bacteria init. This isthe 
simplest mode of disinfecting milk. And 
what is generally sold as “‘ sterilized "’ milk 
has been heated to a temperature closely ap- 
proaching or fully attaining 212 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 

“ Pasteurized ” milk o rendered safe 
by means of heat, but the temperature 
developed is not quite so high as in the or- 
dinary sterilizing process. Pasteurized milk 
will keep for forty-eight hours at least, if 
not uncorked. But it should be stored ina 
cool place meantime, Indeed, it is alleged 
that milk that has been raised to a tem- 
perature of only 170° may be kept for a 
month with propercare. 


Even when utterly free from germs and 
otherwise of excellent quality, milk is some- 
times not quite adapted to the feeding of in- 
fants, especially if the latter are young and 
delicate. Within the last few years there 
has grown up an industry whose object is so 
to modify the best dairy milk as to suit 
the requirements of these important mem- 


bers of the community. A company has been 


doing a business of this kind in New York 
for eight or nine years; and now it has 


branch houses in a dozen of the largest cities 


of the world. | |

The complaint is heard occasionally, mare- 
over, that boiled milk is not so digestible 
as other milk. This statement has some 
foundation in fact, but it is largely a mat- 
ter of the imagination. 

Those who complain of indigestion tik 
usually persons with whom unboiled milk 
does not agree, perhaps because of the hasty 
way in which they drink it. If any one who 
has trouble in digesting milk, bolled or un- 
boiled, will sip it slowly and will add a pinch 
of salt to it, he will be astonished at the 
difference in the results.

Lord Dorchester wae likewise second in 
command at the British capture of Havana 
in 1762. Perhaps he is better known on this 
side of the water by the name of Sir Guy 
Carleton, which he bore throughout the 
war of Independence, only receiving his 
peerage at the close. 

The Carleton family, of which the new 
Lady Dorchester is today the head, has 
many other American associations. Some 


of its members were British Governors here 


in colonial times, while others founded fam- 
land, Virginia, and several of 
the Southern States. The new Lady Dor- 
chester is the daughter of the third Lord 
Dorchester, who at his death was succeed- 
ed by his? childlese cousin, who in turn 
passed over to the majority last year.

Readers of church papers have noticed a 
growing tendency of these denominational 
publications to adopt the methods of the 
daily press and secular periodicals.

From 


its new title no intimation of its being a 
religious paper is to be gained. Its articles

One 1gsue, in January, three years ago, con- 
tained seven pages of purely religious mat- 
ter, exclusive of the sermon, printed in an- 
other department; only three pages of re- 
re matter appear in a July (1899) num- 
r. 


The ‘Independent retains a religious de- 
partment, averaging seven pages. Exclusive 
of its other departments and editorials, it 
has about thirty-five pages of contributed 
matter. In these contributed articles it 
seeks subjects of popular interest, written 
by well known men, sometimes of a re- 


.ligious nature. Its first aim is to be a “ fam- 


ily paper.” There has been no change of 
policy with the change to magazine form: 
only an infusion of life into it, Yet to keep 
pace with the times certain departments 
have been dropped—as, for instance, per- 
sonal news concerning ministers, ete. | 
In denominational papers, too, there have 
been many concessions to the news-hungry. 
Much more space than formerly is given to 
summaries of general news and to edito 
discussion of public questions. Se 
In its seventy-three years the Christian 
Advocate has changed much in appearance 
and in character of its contents. From a 
four-page blanket sheet, devoted wholly to 
religious matters, it became in 1876 a six- 
teen-page journal, containing in one issue 
a story by E. P. Roe, twoand a half columns 
of secular news, and nearly two columns 
ofmarket reports. With these changes in 
size and form there has naturally come an 
increase in the number of advertising 
cclumns. 
The editor of the Churchman says that 
the only change that has been made in his 
denominational weekly is the addition of 
a page of * Chronicle and Comment,” and 
a general modernizing of its contents. “‘ Our 
leaders are concerned with modern problems 
of - general interest . - but we “are 
primarily a church paper.” 
| 
Clippings from four literary magazines, 
digested news of the week, financial news, 
a page devoted to the reviews of popular 
books, are the only signs of a concession 
to secular influence shown by the Christian 
Intelligencer, the organ of the Dutch Re- 
formed Church. “We are the official 
church paper, and hold our principal space 
for purely religious matter,’ declare 
editors. | 
Out of sixteem contributed articles in| 
recent issue of a Catholic monthly, the 
Rosary Magazine, only three are on matters 
strictly religious. | 
The introduction of news and other se- 
cular matter into denominational papers is 
defended by the Intelligencer on the ground 
that ‘“‘men know about them from other 
sources, and it is the legitimate province of 
the religious press not only to give informa- 
tion about them, but to codrdinate them with 
Christian truth.”’ |
